THE NEUTRALILY QUESTION, ; 


AN EXTREME OPINION, | 


The quastion oS the-alleged vjo'ation of her |' 


neutral obligations by France is still attracting, 
the attention ‘of the Japanese, A dispatch to” 
the Asadi gives the following as the opinion of 
“a certain Tokyo authority on the. law of 
nations”: ee sy aes 
“Recently the French Government gave an 
assurance, in answertoa protest of.the Japa- 
nese Governmeni, that the Russian squadron 
would no. longer be allowed ‘to violate the 
neutrality of France, Tho Ftench Gover- 
‘ment has not carried out its promise, Thero 
is no question that French possessions in. Indo- 
China is placed at the disposal of the Batic 
squadron to enable the Russiana to prepare for 
action.” There is no usa.to make further 
protest in word or writing, and the Japanese 
Government is now entitled to take the course 
it thinks fit, Strong action should be taken 
against France. Tho law of nations provides 
examples of retaliation even in times of peace. 
Measures (or retaliation can be taken when 
one country occupies any part of the territory 
-of the other withoul duc reason, interferes with 
the domestic administration, or violates neutral 
or Treaty obligations, Methods of retaliation 
are to seize property held by the Government 


| or subjects.of ane party in the dominions of 


the pther, cut off means of communication or 
navigation by vessels, expel the subjects of one. 
party from the domioions of the other, prohibit 
the landing of the sybjects of. the other party, 
or suspendithe Sperntion of Freaties, A strike 
ing instance’ of the: seizure of shipping is fur- 
nished by the action of Great Britain, In 1839 
the Chilian Government ignored an Agreement 
made with, the British Government, and, 
gave a sulphur ‘monopoly 
Great Britoin repeatedly’ protested agninst 
this, but no notice was” taken by Chili, 
The Deitish-Government then authorised the 
Mediterranean Squadron to seize all Chiliao 
vessels at sight. Another instance is also fur- 
nished by the history of Great Britain, in 1860 
the British steamer Prince of Wales wis wreck- 
ed on the Brazilian ‘const, wheo the cargo, of 
the steamer was plundered, The British Go- 
vernment demanded an indemnity of £3,200, 
which Brazil refused to pay. TheBrilish then 
scized five Brazilian merchant vessels when at. 
sea off Rio de Janeiro, Such instances are nu. 
merous, The causes of this drastic action were 
only trivial and occurred in times of psace. 
“But France has repeatedly violated her 
neutral obliyations in the present war, and has 
materially injured the welfare of Japan. At 
the present moment it is cssential to inflict 
sone punishment on France in order to lead 
her to reconsider her action. . As the. mildest 
way ta do this, it may be recommended that all 
the Chambers of Commerce of Japan should 
enter into joint action and suspend business, 
with the French, or discontinue the purchase’ 
of French goods until the solution of this ques: 
tion, Bat this course is too mild in dealing 
with the present case, The most appropriate 
course is to seize any French yessel un sight 
not‘only.in Japanese territorial waters, but at 


"Ben as far as within the reach of the Japanese 


sea power, ‘There is no need of giving notice 
to France, She would, of course, be entitled 
to make it a cause for'war, and Japan, would 
only take such a course in anticipation of hos- 
tilities with France, It would be necessary. to 
inform Great Uritain p-eviously of the decision 
ofthe Japanese Goveramrent ta take action, 
But the question of king action against the 
Russian squadron an the coast of French India 
can be decited by the Japanese Government 
without referring to any other Power.”

NEUTRALITY AT. SHANGHAI, 


The Chinese authorities at Shanghai have 
awakened with a start to a correct apprehen- 
The 
approach of the Russian fleet has’ evoked a 
reminder , from the Japanese consul’ at 
Shanghai that any Chinese subject provid- 
ing elther of the belligerent: Powers, with 
provisions, coal, or other articles of contra- 
band are violating the neutral conditions. 
The Taotai of Shanghai, wisely afraid ‘that 
any Japse on his part may bring down upon 
his devoted head the combined wrath of his 
immediate superior and-of the Government, 
has, in characteristic fashion, discovered a 
way. out of the difficulty which is as in- 
genious ‘as it-is humorous, According to 
our hanghai correspondent, the Taotai, has 
besought the Viceroy to request Sir Robert 
‘Hart to instruct the Commissioner of 
Customs at Shanghai to appoint a:special 
afficial—who will doubtless be told to com- 
mand others—to inspect the godowns. and 
storehouses of Shanghai in search of con- 
cealed contraband of war, The Circumlo- 
cution Office itself could not’ have gone 
about the matter ina more satisfactory way, 
But the point is that the ‘Taotai throws all 
the burden of maintaining neutrality on the 
Customs, and would require them to per- 
form a duty compared with which the task 
of Sisyphus was simplicity itself,’ Were the 
the Viceroy able to convince Sir Robert 
Hart that the ‘Taotai's scheme was a ‘sound 
and sensible one, and were Sir Robert to 
issue the necessary orders, then, the ‘Taotai 
would be freeto bask ii the reflection that 
responsibility could never attach to him 
should the conditions of neutrality be 
broken. On the otherhand, he could claim 
in the event of success that it was due to his 
gteat Gnd beautiful idea that China's 
neutrality, 80 far as’ Shanghai is concerned, 
chad been preserved, Unfortunately, like 
most unique and original schemes, there is 
a flaw in it, By what right could the 
Customs officials forcibly énter the godowns 
and storchouses of Shanghai merchants in 
search of contraband? And, even if they 
were allowed free admission and found ‘the 
contraband staring them in the face, what 
could ‘they do? An article of contraband 
is contraband only when it is in course of 
despatch to a belligerent power, Jt might 
bear the most vicious of contraband names, 
Lut so long as it reposes peacefully in the 
cellars of a neutral godown it is simply mer- 
chandise which can be dealt with by 
neutrals at their own sweet will, Even a 
Russian in Shanghai might have a houseful 
of articles to which under certain circum: 
stances the term “conttaband” might be 
applied, but so long as he dealt with neu- 
trals neither his business nor his goods 
could be interfered with in the slightest 
respect: If there is a different interpreta- 
tion. of the law of contraband it would be 
interesting to hear it; but from a layman's 
point of view—and we are all up in the law, 
nowadays, just as our forefathers were dons 
at theology—the idea of contraband in neu- 
tral godowns is a contradiction in terms. It 
would therefore seem that the: plan of the 
worthy Taotai whereby he thought to divest 


| himself. of. all responsibility must prove a 


sort of addled egg. ‘Still, some sympathy J, 
must be expressed with the . unfortunate 
Taolat in the difficult position which he 
occupies, Harassed on the one side by his 
Viceroy, impotent where the foreign _settle- 
ments are concerned, harried by the fear’ of 
what Rodjestvensky may do, lectured by the 
Japanese Consul-General at Shanghai, and, 
it may be, threatened, in camera, by the 
Russian representative, the Taotai’s life is 
not ‘a happy one at present. [t was only 
the other day that the Viceroy Chou Fu 
wrole to the ‘Taotai giving instructions that 
" strite neutrality shall be observed and pro- 
vision thade against any possible- breach of 
the same, and that there shall be no negli- 
gence on the part of the Taotai in carrying 
Yere was an ‘order 
which the commander-in-chief of a field 
force and an admiral of the ficet with a 
squadron at his back might have found’ 
difficulty in, carrying into’ effect.’ The 
versatile. Taotai,’ however, prompily passed 
on the instructions to the commander of the 
Woosung forts and other native garrisons. in 
his jurisdiction. So that problem was 


| solved: Then the Japanese Consul-General 


wrote saying that he wished the Taotai “to 
warn all the Maritime Customs, native 
customs and hikin ‘stations’ as well as the 
native camps and district’ magistrates and 
others to investigate if there is any person 
who sells coal or ‘provisions and other 
supplies to .the said Russian Fleet so as to 
preserve neutrality.” ‘The Taotai im- 


mediately wrote’ to hia subordinates ordering | 


| them to investigate the matter and-if there. 
was any such trad@ to stop it. Thereafter’ 
the Taotai came by his brilliant idea to shift 
the onus of. preserving neutrality upon 
the ‘Cugtoms department, but. it ‘is to’ be 
feared that his suggestion is not likely to’ be 
accepted.

Not having paid’ 
when it came due, the defendants gave the 
plaintifis a promissory note for the exact 
amount. When that note became due in its 
turn it was dishonoured, The’ plaintiffs then 
sued on the promissory:‘note which was given 
for the same indebtedness as the original bill 
of exchange, It was all one and the same 
matter.

It s-ems to me to be’ probable that the 
Tram Co, or the directors of the concero 
have themselves done much to defeat the’ 
object in. view, by not catering sufficiently 
to the working classes. There should be 
special services for them and the charge very 
low. Such services should be exactly adapted’ 
to the requirements of the working classes— 
avnerous cars at certain hours, cheap fares and 
as much regularity as possible. It should be 
borne in mind that the working Chinaman 
figures in “‘cash,"not dollars, and that ten conts 
to him is as much as $100 to.a European clerk 
or newspaper reporter, [f he lives in: the 
suburbs he has to duy his midday meal in town 
and in addition thereto has to. pay tram fares.
